BARBER’S LIGHTNING SPLITTER. 


We last week, examined a model of an 
apparatus for protecting buildings from 
damage by lightning. It is the invention | 
of Joseph Barber, M. D. of Gloucester, | 
Mass., who obtained a patent for it two 
or three years ago. The principle of it) 
is founded upon the well known law, that} 
points throw out or disperse the electric | 
fluid, and that any conducting body, full | 
of sharp points cannot easily be charged 
with the fluid, Dr Barber availing him- 
self of the knowledge of this fact, has con- | 
structed a sheet copper dome, say about | 
three feet in diameter, and about a foot} 
and eight or nine inches in height, sur-| 
mounted by a short metalic red armed | 
with points. Strips of copper are attach- 
ed to the dome, having their sides armed | 
or jagged with sharp points, so that it} 
presents an innumerable mass of them in| 
every direction... This dome is mounted | 
on the top of a building, on a stout pole | 
or coluinn, which is covered with paint | 
and varnish, and is thus completely insu-| 
late. Whenever a cloud or a quantity of | 
electricity comes within the neighborhood 
of it, so as to communicate with the dome, 
it will receive it and throw it out in the 
form of innumerable minute streams, and 
thus, by destroying the accumulated mass, 
renders it harmless. It divides and con- 
quers. ‘The whole apparatus of the above 
size is calculated to defend a surface one 
hundred feet square, and is quite an orna- 
mental appendage to a building. 

In this way, none of the lightning can 
be conducted to the earth, and the acci- 
dents which often happen by the common 
conductors, such as being imperfectly 
connected, or of not being large enough 
cannot occur. We understand that seve- 
ral have been put upon buildings, and the 
experiment has been attended with suc- 
cess. Many are fearful, however, when 
they learn that there is no conducting con- 
nection from the apparatus to to the earth 
that the electricity would accumulate in 
the dome and do much damage, or that 
86 lurge a quantity might come suddenly 
upon it that the points could not discharge 
it. The first objection is entirely ground- 
less, for the points will disperse it so thor- 
oughly that it cannot accumulate. The 
instant it begins to enter it it must also 
begin to depart. To the second objec- 
tion we can only say that there might he a 
contingency when it would occur, but 
there are ninety-nine chances that it would 
not occur to one where it would. It must

The 
best adyice that can be given, therefore, 
is to let them alone, or at most to be eon- 
tent with picking them off when they ap- 
pear under the tail. There are two good 
reasons for this. ‘The first is, that there 


|is not any medicine that will expel them ; 
| the strongest and even the most dangerous 


purgative is insufficient. ‘he second rea- 
son is, that if the bots are let alone, ihey 


| will, in due time, come all away without 


our help or meddling. Green food, how- 
ever, expels them readily as does common 
salt in the proportion of two to four oun- 
ces to a quart of water. ‘The most simple 
ans! eilicient remedy is a quart of milk, 
wixed well with a quarter of a pound of 
honey or brown sugar, given fasting.— 
This is much better than uloes. [Farm- 
er’s Encyclop. 
MAKING BUTTER. 

So great is the difference in making but- 
ter that there is a difference of one half in 
the priee of itin the market; some lots 
selling at 10 ceuts per pound, others at 20, 
sometimes some lots at 12 1-2, while oth- 
ers at 25. This shows the great impor- 
tance of making butter in the best man- 
ner, that it may bring the highest price;— 
or when for one’s use it may be of the 
finest quality. It costs no more to make 
good butter than to make poor. Then let 
every good housewife endeavor to excel 
in this laudable business. We occasion- 
ally furnish different modes of making 
butter and cheese, and it is very easy to 
try them and learn from experience which 
is the most successful. 

Last fall we saw Dr. James Bates of 
Norridgework, Me., a very intelligent 
farmer and correct observer, on his return 
from the State of New York, where he 
had observed the method of making but- 
ter in the best dairy distant. We request- 
ed an account of the mode, which he fur- 
nished ; but as it was late in the season, 
we thought to postpone its publication till 
spring, and somehow it was mislaid, but 
now here it is : 

Mr Editor :—Business led me to visit 
Goshen and Minisink, Orange county, N. 
Y., in my late journey to that State, and 
knowing that it was noted throughout the 
Union for a superior butter making coun- 
try, I determined to learn every part of 
the process.

I visited Gen. Wickomb’s yard in Go- 
shen, where I saw 40 cows; all, or nearly 
all, grade animals of the Durham shor 
horned breed. Every cow has a st parate 
stall, and outside door made of three up- 
right boards with two open spaces three 
inches wide to admit air. 

The barn is an L with a Southern as- 
peet. Each door is numbered. In many 
of the yards lL saw boxes for every four 
cows, made as follows: Four slit-work 
posts, five feet long, at eaca corner—tour 
side boards 12 to 15 inches wide and six 
feet long, nailed on so that the lower edge 
is 20 inches from the ground, a bettom is 
laid over at this lower edge—trom the top 
of each post there is a board about four 
feet long, coming down on the side board 
like a brace and nailed to it—of course 
there are eight of these. This forms a 
place on each side for one animal to feed, 
and they cannot throw out the straw or 
hay which is all put in the box, when the 
cattle are fed in the yard. 

I have been thus particular, because | 
do believe it an important arrangement. 

Some raise the sugar beet for winter 
use, 

Now for the butter making. The milk 
is strained ip pans or oaken tubs holding 
two pails full. Every thing is done in the 
cellar. The milk is not meddled with un- 
til it coagulates, When cach day’s, or each 
half day’s milk is put in a churn with 
nearly an equal quantity of cold water in 
summer, and warm ih autumn or winter, 
to bring it to the proper temperature, 
| which 1s from 55 to 60 degrees of Faren- 

heit. 

The churn is made in the barrel form, 
of oak; hooped with iron, with a wooden 
| hoop three inches wide at top, in which 
the cover rests. For‘’six to ten cows the 
churn should hold 30 gallons—and in that 
proportion fora larger number. I believe 
| they rarely exceed two barrels, as in large 
| dairies they prefer to churn several times 
ja day, tothe use of larger vessels. 

Churning is never done by hand except 
for a single cow. 

In small daries itis done by a dog or 
sheep, on an inclined wheel, propelling 

| the dash by very simple gearing. ‘Those 
larger have horse or water power. The 
motion can be ssotennibabonsell to the shaft 
and arm, elevating and depressing the 
dash a convenient distance from the mo- 
ving power, by two wires. For adog ot 
a sheep (the latter is preferred, both for 
jeconomy and efficacy) a wheel 8 feet i 
diameter, is inclined about 22 deg. wit! 
| the horizon, on which the animal is pla 
| ced, having cleats nailed on to prevent his 
islipping. No other harness is require: 
than a strap aroundthe neck. His weight 
| is sufficient to move the machine. On the 
| upper side of this wheel is fastened a cast 
|iron cog wheel or cireular racket. 3 feet 
in diameter, which carries a pinion and 
crank, ‘The wheel is otten out door— 
sometimes in the cellar. It may be in a 
barn or shed and the motion communica- 
ted by wires, as before stated. 

When the buyer begins to curdle, as it 
‘js called, all is washed down with another 
‘pail of water, and the motion continued 

till the butter gathers. Let it be remem- 
jbered, the butter is never touched with the 
jhands. All is done with a shortladle, the 
blade of which resembles in shape the 
{clam shell, and is five inches across at the 
jend. The handle is about five inches 
long. 
The ladle and tray are always kept filled 
with cold water, when out of use, to pre- 
vent the butter from sticking to them. 

The butter is worked and salted with 
the ladle ina tray. When it has stood 
long enough to have become firm, after 
salting, all the butter milk is worked out, 
and it is packed down solid in tubs of 40, 
or firkins of 86 Ibs. If it cannot be made 
solid by the ladle, a pounder is used.— 
When one churning is put down, a cloth 
is put on covered withsalt. This is taken 
off ateach addition and replaced, until the 
tub or firkin is almost full, when half an 
inch of strong brine is poured over the 
cloth. Salt isnever left between the lay- 
ers. They prefer blown-to-ground salt 
because it is finer and diffuses itself soon- 

er and more perfectly through the mass— 
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it requires a greater measure, but the 
same weight. A churn used daily is cleans- 
ed twice a week. The tubs are prepared 
of oak or ash, and when wet rubbed thor- 
oughly with as much fine salt as will stick 
on the inside, 
Butter thus made and cured will keep 
r years in a cool place and sells on an 
verage fifty per cent higher than butter 
nade in the usual way in our State. 
Cows average from 150 to 200 pounds a 
year, and the butter milk is estimated to 
make 100 pounds of pork, which, w hen it 
brought 10 cents paid all the expenses of 
making butter, now only half, Some churn 
over the buttermilk after standing one 
day and pouring off the water, One man 
man who had ten cows, told ine he made 
all the butter used in bis family in this 
way, and had twenty pounds on hand. 
This letter may appear both too long 

‘The subject is a most] 
important one, and L insist on the truth of | 
my assertion Inst winter, “that the same | 
number of animals now kept, if the dairy |

} CHAPTER XVI.—THE RETRIBUTION, 
We have but one event to relate in con- 
nection with the foregoing narrative. Ten 
days subsequent to the acquittal of James 
Allen, the books and papers of Lowry 
were officially examined, when it was dis- 
covered that prior to the murder he had 
been gradually approaching bankruptcy; 
| the property of his ward, Miss Bradley, 
jamounting to about £4000, had been 
squandered in speculation with stocks, and 
it wis apparent that his eupidity had been 
tempted by the opportunity Which pre- 
sented itself to become possessed of the’ 
money he had drawn for and paid over to 
William. Sinee nis removal from Mend- 
hurst to Lewes, he was generally believed 
to have confined his transactions to the 
legitimate channels of his business; and 
the examination of such books as were 
found in his counting room exhibited the 
fact that he had been, for the time, pru- 
dent in the management of bis ill-gotten 
gains, which being afterwards collected, 
were paid over to the widow of William 
Allen. ‘The factor was, however, suppo- 
sed to have had the money of others in 
, his possession, and in the rear of the office 
there was a small place which had been 
built for the protection of voy, papers, 
&e, completely fire-proof, and furnished 
with an iron door. The key of this re- 
cess could not be found, and after some 
ineffectual attempts to pick the lock, it 
was determined to force it; this was ac- 
complished with great difficulty, and as 
the door, displaced by violence, grated 
back on its hinges with seeming reluctance, 
a spectacle of thrilling awe presented it- 
self to the gaze of the startled beholders.

A correspondent of the Maine Democrat, 
writing from Houlton, says: Capt Van 
Ness showed us a specimen of each of the 
horns and pate of a moose, carribo, and 
deer, recently killed and taken by some of 
his men near the Fort. Great destruction 
has been made the past winter of these 
harmless animals. Col John Hodsdon, the 
well known proprietor of the town of Hods- 
don, stated that he had no doubt but 1000 
deer had been killed within the circumfer- 
ence of six miles of hisresidence. A team- 
ster who came through to Houlton a few 
days before us, mentioned that his dogs 
started and killed near the road at the forks 
of the Mattawamkeag, a large doe, which 
he heard bleat, and endeavored to save, but 
the dogs had done execution before be could 
reach the spot. Mr Cary mentioned that a 
small dog he bought of the Indians, got in. 
to a forest yard of deer and killed three be- 
fore he could be restrained. A traveller on 
the Calais road, near Johnson brook, coun- 
ted thirteen killed that morning and brought 
out. The skins of these beautiful creatures 
are sold for only twenty-five or thirty cents 
at Houlton, the meat sometimes sent to 
market, or salted down, but more frequent- 
ly left in the woods to rot.
